T o m o rro w , T h u r s d a y , J u n e 14, is F la g D a y a n d all good c iti­ 
zens sh o u ld fly th e F la g in re sp ec t to th e e m b le m th at, since it 
w a s firs t m a d e b y B e ts y Ross, h as g r o w n to r e p r e s e n t the m o st 
p o w e rfu l free n a tio n in th e w o rld . 
F lag D a y w a s e s ta b lish e d officially b y a p re s id e n tia l p r o c la m ­ 
atio n b y W o o d ro w W ilso n 39 y e a rs ago a n d J u n e 14 w a s ch osen 
b e ca u se on t h a t d a te in 1777 th e C o n tin e n ta l C o n g re ss ad o p te d 
th e fo llo w in g re so lu tio n : 
“ R esolved, that the Flag of these U nited States be 
thirteen stripes, an alternate red and w h ite: that the 
union be thirteen stars, w h ite, on a blue field, rep re­ 
senting a n e w constellation.” 
O n t h a t firs t flag th e 13 colonies w e r e r e p re s e n te d by 13 
sta rs a r ra n g e d in a circ le to in d ic a te t h a t all th e colonies w e r e 
e q u a l in the n e w c o n fe d e ra c y .

G e o rg e W a s h in g to n , no d o u b t, h a d m u c h to do w ith the fi­ 
n a l d esign of o u r f ir s t F lag. T h e m u ch b e lo v e d s to ry th a t W a s h - 
in g to n a sk e d B e tsy R oss o f P h ila d e lp h ia to m a k e a flag a f te r 
his d e sig n sh o u ld be a cc ep te d as tra d itio n . W h ile th e story is 
p r o b a b ly tru e , h is to ric a lly it c a n n o t be p ro v e d . A t th e tim e of 
th e F la g ’s ad o p tio n , W a s h in g to n said: 
“We take the stars from h eaven and the red from 
the M other country, separating it by w h ite stripes, thus 
sh ow in g w e h ave separated from her, and the w h ite 
stripes w ill go d o w n to posterity representing lib erty.”

DISPLAY THE FLAG TOMORROW 


Tom orrow, Thursday, Ju n e 14, is Flag Day and all good citi­ 
zens should fly the Flag in respect to the em blem that, since it 
w as first m ade by Betsy Ross, has grown to represent the most 
pow erful free nation in the w orld, 
Flag Day was established officially by a presidential proclam ­ 
ation by W oodrow Wilson 39 years ago and June 14 w as chosen 
because on th at date in 1777 the Continental Congress adopted 
the following resolution: 
“Resolved, that the Flag of these United States be 
thirteen stripes, an alternate red and white: that the 
union be thirteen stars, white, on a blue field, repre­ 
senting a new constellation.” 
On th at first flag the 13 colonies were represented by 13 
stars arranged in a circle to indicate that all the colonies w ere 
equal in the new confederacy. As new states w ere added to the 
Union, this design became im practical and the present arran g e­ 
m ent of straight lines across the field was adopted. 
George W ashington, no doubt, had much to do w ith I he fi­ 
nal design of our first Flag. The m uch beloved story that W ash­ 
ington asked Betsy Ross of Philadelphia to m ake a flag after 
his design should be accepted as tradition. W hile the story is 
probably true, historically it cannot be proved. At the tim e of 
the Flag’s adoption, W ashington said: 
“We take the stars from heaven and the reel from 
the Mother country, separating it by white stripes, thus 
showing we have separated from her, aud the white 
stripes will go down to posterity representing liberty.” 
Francis Scott Key gave o ur Flag the nam e “S tar Spangled 
B anner,” w hen he wrote the poem which later becam e our N a­ 
tional A nthem . Captain 
W illiam Driver, of M a ssach u setts 
christened it “Old Glory,” w hen a beautiful Flag w as pre­ 
sented to his ship in 1824. 
Benjam in Harrison, 23rd president of the U nited States, is­ 
sued Hie first presidential order that the Flag should be flown 
over the Executive D epartm ent and the White H ouse. L ater he 
directed that Flags be displayed at every public school each 
day school w as in sssion. It w as during his term of office, on 
Columbus Day, 1892, that the Pledge of A llegiance w as used 
for the first tim e in a public ceremony. 
Our Flag is a symbol. 
It represents our Nation; the Declaration of Independence: the 
C onstitution. It represents the heroic acts of our arm ed forces 
from the Revolution to the present and the contributions of 
patriotic m en and wom en from the beginning of o ur nation. 
It also symbolizes the hope for the future, not only of our own 
people, but for m any oppressed people in other parts of the 
world. 
Let us honor our Flag this Flag Day, June 14th, 1956 by dis­ 
playing it properly on our streets and at our homes. Let us give 
it the im portance it rightfully deserves and may each Am erican 
citizen repeat the Pledge of A llegiance at least once on Flag Day: 
“I pledge allegiance to the Flag of the United States 
of America, and to the Republic for which it stands; 
one nation, under God. indivisible, with liberty and 
justice for all.”

It is 
slightly 
inconveniencing 
not to see. 
Frustrating, 
too. I 
would, for example, have loved 
to literally watch Comrade Ju n­ 
iper and his crowd reach the end 
of the road, as they did last week. 
For years, they’re run a poli­ 
tical and labor underground — 
known as the no­ 
torious 
United 
Electrical Work­ 
ers Union. They 
disrupted 
o u r 
aid to the anti- 
Nazi allies 
be­ 
fore 
we 
were 
attacked at Pearl 
Harbor. 
T h e y 
infiltrated 
o u r 
most secret elec­ 
tronic, atomic and thermonuclear 
plants. They disdainfully provok­ 
ed violent strikes and in some ci­ 
ties their “heavies” 
went 
from 
newspaper to newspaper threaten­ 
ing the press itself. Once tanks 
had to be used against them. 
At one point during World War 
II. Comrade Juniper, known as 
Jules Emspak, 
UE's 
seeretarv- 
treasurer, actually sat with the 
President of the U. S. as part of a 
l*bor advisory board which dis­ 
cussed wartime strategy. 
This is a story I’ve been waiting 
20 years to write. 
The pro-Soviet United Electrical 
Workers, once the richest and most 
powerful section of the pro-Com 
munist apparatus, is finished. 
Its 
membership, 
once over 
400,000, 
now is far below 75.000 and falling 
apart rapidly. Its treasury is al­ 
most down to a petty cash kitty. 
And over the weekend of June 
1, P •, high command met in what 
was once the old Vanderbilt man­ 
sion, now UE headquarters, and 
appointed a sDecial committee of 
Its vice-presidents to make the 
best bargain it could with some 
national union willing to take in 
what remains of UE. 
From behind the closed doors 
of this gloomy session came one 
more piquant bit of news. These 
Sovieteers who have so frequent­ 
ly attacked the government for 
demanding loyalty oaths from its 
emnloyes, 
tried to get such an 
oath from their own vice-presi­ 
dents. 
Comrade 
Juniper, 
nee 
Jules Emspak. asked the UE high 
command to pledge loyalty to the 
union and not to go out making 
1heir own bargains for a haven 
i 
AFL-CIO unions. 
Emspak told the others 
that 
they’d get a better deal for them­ 
selves on jobs and money with 
these other unions if they stuck 
together. 
Some vice-presidents told Com­ 
rade Juniper to go jumn off an 
old biography of Stalin. They re­ 
vealed they were already in ne­ 
gotiations wilh such unions as 
Jim Carey’s International Union 
of Electrical Workers. A1 Fp^es’ 
International Association of Ma­ 
chinists and others. 
They told 
Comrade 
Junioer 
very bluntly that panic was on— 
and that they would run, not 
walk, into the nearest anti-Com- 
munist union if thev could con­ 
clude the secret 
deals they’ve 
been franticallv trying to make 
these past weeks. 
The national UE leadership, in­ 
cluding that veteran of pro-Com- 
mie activities, Jim Matles, ran 
true to the Soviet pattern. They 
have been purging “disloyal” of­ 
ficers who have approached non- 
Communist unions for admission. 
Furthermore, the Emspak-Mat- 
los pro-Soviet leadership has gone 
right into the capitalist courts at 
which they have so freouentlv 
sneered. Thev’ve asked nidges to 
tie up buildings, treasuries and 
dues checkoffs of 
those 
loyal 
loaders who have tried to bolt on 
a regional basis, such as the Nor­ 
thern Jersey and New York UE 
groups which the other week took 


18.000 members 
and 
practically 
all locals into the Carey union, 
1UE. 
I have criticized non-Commun- 
ist unions for taking in affiliates 
of the old pro-Soviet outfits. The 
non-Communist 
union 
leaders 
frankly acknowledge 
that 
this 
will create problems but they in­ 
sist their strategy is best. 
They point out that for 
the 
first time in a quarter of a cen­ 
tury, tens of thousands of skilled 
electronic workers in some migh­ 
ty vital plants will be receiving 
anti-Communist 
literature 
in­ 
stead of the propaganda UE had 
poured into the mail by the mil­ 
lions of pieces. The UE had spent 
as much as a million dollars on 
such propaganda in one year, it 
was reported. 
For the first time in 25 years, 
the members of the old Soviet- 
eering locals will be drawn into 
anti - Communist 
educational 
groups and associate with non - 
Communist national officials. 
Furthermore, the constitutions 
of the AFL-CIO unions involved 
specifically ban Communists from 
office. This will be enforced, I’m 
assured. 
If this can be accomplished, an 
exciting new pattern will have 
been set. A key Sovieteering la­ 
bor outfit will have been cut to 
pieces. Its pro-Communist lead­ 
ers will have been set adrift and 
its local officials purged from se­ 
cret defense plants which will 
simply our forces with the elec­ 
tronic eouioment needed for the 
next push button war. 
There are still some Sovieteer­ 
ing unions left on strategic fronts 
Time has come to rid the coun­ 
try of them. too.

We've commented on a number 
of matters which are prominent in 
the rapid development of Florida 
these days. The story also occupies 
much space and comment in the 
magazines and other publications. 
It is a fabulous boom which they 
hope is based upon a sounder type 
of economy than that which came 
and then burst into tears back in 
the twenties. 
Behind all the Florida progress 
is unquestionably the tax situation 
there. It is an unusual program and 
one disposed to bring residents and 
industry to the peninsula. 
Florida has no state income tax. 
The state government is supported 
mainly 
by taxes from: a limited 
sales tax which applies to personal 
property, goods and commodities. 
The more you spend the more you 
pay. They feel this equalizes the 
tax on both those who have much 
and spend a lot and those who are 
in a lower bracket and spend less. 
This tax brings in the largest in­ 
come. It does not apply to food or 
clothing in a limited amount or 
medicine. These are the necessities 
of life as they stat e. 
The 
seven 
cent 
gasoline 
tax 
brings in a huge sum and is for 
the specific purpose of highways. 
The tourist contributes no little to 
this amouri*. The sale of wine, beer 
and other liquors brings in quite 
a total. The motor car tax is a big 
revenue source as is that on pari­ 
mutuel betting at the various race 
tracks, horse and dog. The ciga­ 
rette tax is the other large revenue 
producer. Florida hasn’t 
raised 
taxes since 1947 and is not operat­ 
ing in the red. 
Cities and counties have an ad 
valorem tax. There is no duplicat­ 
ing inheritance tax in the state 
This last moves m any people south 
to take up permanent residence. 
That these are an inducement to 
settle in Florida recall* the story 
of a Mexico man who was quite 
wealthy. Appreciating the tax ad­ 
vantage of a residence in Florida 
he moved there when he retired 
and established his home 
many 
years ago. 


However he left a part of his se­ 
curities in a Missouri bank vault 
and did not take them with him. 
The story is that when he died 
that part of his estate in Florida 
paid no state inheritance tax, but 
that which he had left in a Missouri 
bank vault had to pay a Missouri 
inheritance tax. The best laid plans 
of m ice and man. etc. 
Of course the rapid growth of the 
state and its community and indus­ 
trial expansion brings in more tax­ 
es automatically. 
Many people with limited 
in­ 
comes especially, who find state 
taxes duplicating 
federal 
taxes 
with the high cost of living further 
taking more money in taxes as well 
as eliminating winter clothes and 
cutting the fuel bill to a minimum.

laws in practice may come before 
their death in the courts. Prosper­ 
ity and competition have forced 
merchants by the thousands to u n ­ 
dersell the price set by the m anu­ 
facturer. And several large m anu­ 
facturers have given up fair trade 
enforcement as impossible. 


Still state courts one by one are 
awakening to the wrong of laws 
that permit 
one dealer in a state 
to fix the price at which all deal­ 
ers must sell—that is the heart 
of fair trade. Not only are such 
measures unrealistic from - m ark ­ 
eting standpoint, but, courts are 
deciding, a violation of anti-m on­ 
opoly law's. Latest decision comes 
from the Virginia Supreme Court 
of Appeals. The Virginia court 
found that the state’s monopoly 
control law “is in its expressed 
provisions completely and irre­
